‘Normal* levels (which 
include background, waste dump, 
power plant and bomb factory 
emissions) do give people cancer, 
and such levels are set ridiculously

hat happens simply is that such 


radiation damages cells in your 
body, which then sometimes 
mutate and multiply to destroy 
you. 

After Chernobyl, with levels 500 
times ‘normal’ being recorded in 
countries all over Europe and the near 
East, it is clear that there will be 1000’s 
if not hundreds of 1000's of extra 
cancer deaths...ordinairy unlucky 
people facing a slow and agonising death 

as well as mutations and further can 
cers in following generations. Already 
a report by a US bone-marrow trans 
plant expert has claimed that more 
than 100,000 people will need to be 
monitored for the rest of their lives 
as a direct result of the nuclear acc 
ident - and that’s a conservative estimate! 

The release of any such radiation 
should therefore be considered as a crime 
against humanity. Even an act of 
terrorism - a terrorism that all nuclear 
nations are guilty of 

These crimes against humanity are 
compounded by the deliberate cover 
ups, and the secrecy which abounds 
in the nuclear states. So-called ‘safety 
levels’ are a farce, designed to accom 
odate the nuclear tests and accidents 
ind waste discharges of the nuclear 
criminals. In Britain, for example, the 
safety levels are actually being increased; 
even now the safety levels in milk are 
four times higher than most other 
countries and about 200 times ‘normal’ 


Chernobyl! is a sign of what is to come; 


t is also no isolated incident. According 
to one report over 150 nuclear accid 
ents involving nuclear reactors in 14 
different countries have ocurred since 
1971 alone. (this report does not in 


clude accidents at reactors in Eastern 
Bloc countries). Altogether there are 
a Staggering 306 nuclear-powered 
reactors throughout the world - and 
another 224 are currently under con 
struction!Very soon we may all know 
what it is like to live in a nuclear 
polluted radioactive world 


CHERNOBYL: 


A WHIFF OF DEATH 


The following is a report from West 
Berlin on what it is like to live with 
only mild radioactivity, and some of 
the safety measures you can take. 


In Berlin we were lucky in the first week 
as the radiation cloud swept north and west 
around us. Then the wind turned from the 
east and the radio was suddenly reporting 
levels soaring hourly in the air. Our first 
reaction was one of fear; radiation is invis- 
ible, you can’t see or feel it. You can try 
to ignore it, but you are risking not just 
your own health, but that of any future 
children. Soon people were talking about 
almost nothing else, as levels went above all 
known ‘safety levels 

First fresh vegetables were banned, no 
one was drinking milkand cows had to be 
brought in doors. Warnings went out about 
children, and many people started keeping 
them at home. We were warned about rain 
water, we began to eat only canned foods 
We were worried about drinking water, but 
we were assured that it came from deep wells 
Soon we were becoming obsessed as showers 


of radioactive rain fell on the city. The grounds 


became dangerously contaminated, swimming 
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Living In A Radioactive World 


pools were closed, we were warned not to sit 
on the grass or walk in the rain as levels jump- 
ed higher again. Everyone was listening to the 
radio for the next report, then panic began 
to set in as people began to get sick...Sick 
with fear and worry, and physically sick 
Suddenly loads of people had sore throats and 
swollen glands. This was no virus as everyone 
was struck at once. People were starting to 
shut themselves in and cover their windows 
Then the levels began to drop 

By the end of the second week air levels 
were considered ‘safe’, but the ground was 
even more radioactive due to the rain. We 
were advised to leave our shoes outside, keep 


windiws closed, hoover the house daily, shower 


twice daily, change clothes and wash them 
daily, etc. Soon our house was spotless! 

By this time people were fed up with the 
whole thing, especially with contradictory 
advice. We wanted action, not more talk 
Demonstrations were being organised, espec- 
ially against the new Nuclear Reprocessing 
plant at Wackersdorf. Lists and addresses 
of nuclear-connected companies and the crim 
inals who run them began to circulate in 
the divided city. We had had our first mild 
taste of living in a radioactive world. We 
didn’t like it AND WE WANTED REVENGE 


Police Attack Chernobyl Protest 


On May 11 in Athens a demon 
stration against the nuclear disaster at 
Chernobyl was to commence outside 
the central building of Athens Uni 
versity. When people began to arrive 
the police laid into them, badly wound 
ing one woman and wounding many 
thers 

The demonstration turned into a 
march through the streets of Athens 
but only about 100 came as many 
comrades had been put off by the 
ferocity of the attack by the police 
it the campus. This march was also 
attacked by the police 

Another march headed for Exarchia 
Square; this too was attacked, although 
nN this Occasion comrades fought back 
with molotovs. After this second march 
finished comrades went back to Exarchia 
Square where they were besieged by 


police. This was around 9.30pm. A 


battic ensued and over 200 arrests were 
made. Later that night banks all over 
Athens were firebombed 

The following morning the policc 
claimed they had made only 70 arrests 


LATEST NEWS: On the evening of May 
13, around 1500 anarchists marched 

anti-nuclear demonstration. This was the 
third attempt to hold it as the two ¢ 


ious occasions ix had to be postponed 
due to police intimidation. Once again 
the anarchists were attacked. And so 
in reyenge two police motorcycles were 
set on fire and destroyed and nine police 
were hospitalised. As usual the police 
attacked Exarchia Square. Around 100 
anarchists were attacked by the police 
and thirty are due to appear in court 
The anarchists in Athens are appealing

172 riot police were 
injured as a massive demonstrat- 
ion converged on the site of the 
new German nuclear re-processing 
plant, defended by 6000 cops who 
used tear gas and water cannon.

Against 
Nuclear Terrorists 


Since the Chernoby! disaster there have been 
demonstrations all over Europe. There is stil! 
little news from the Eastern Bloc, due to 
state control of the media. In the West too 
many demonstrations have gone unreport- 
ed and high radiation levels kept quiet 
whenever possible. Here is a selection 

of some of the resistance news. 

May 10, around 2000 people marched on 
Plouzec in N France where a new nuc- 

lear power plant is to be built. 

On the same day around 400 people 
gathered outside Trawsfynedd nuclear 
power plant in Snowdonia National 
Park in Wales, where it was admitted that 
12 tons of radioactive carbon dioxide 
leaked through a faulty valve. A fufther 
demonstration by 300 Friends of the 
Earth members went, as far as we know, 
unreported. 

On May 11 and 12 there were mass 
demonstrations across W Germany. 
50,000 people marched in Munich. And 
W German farmers blockaded a nuclear 
waste dump. 

About 10,000 French and German 
people marched on both sides of the 
Rhine, near a nuclear power plant at 
Fassenheim. They were led by two 
cows and a wheelbarrow full of con- 
taminated vegetables. While vegetables 
and milk were banned on the German 
side of the river, the French authorit- 
ies insisted that on their side all was 
normal. Eventually restrictions began on 
the French side of the border after 
leaks revealed that levels were up to 
400 times normal in various parts of 
France 

There was a demonstration in Athens 
(see adjacent article) and riot police 
attacked the protesters. 

There were also actions in the Nether- 
lands, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Yugo- 
slavia, Spain, etc, but we await further 
details 

In Berlin there have been at least four 
demonstrations. In one case huge amounts 
of undrinkable milk was thrown in the 
streets. In another midwives demonstrated 
against the threat of deformities to the 
unborn. In another tons of contaminated 
vegetables and sand from kids play- 
grounds were dumped at a main inter- 
section, causing chaos as police with 
rubber gloves moved in reluctantly to 
remove it. In East Berlin the state 
allowed no figures to be released and 
insisted all was normal. But nobody 
was eating the vegetables 

N.B. Miners Support Groups in 
Britain have called for a week of 
countrywide direct action against the 
nuclear industry. The second week in 
June has been chosen and the MSG’s 
have called upon all Electricity show- 
rooms to be picketed throughout the 
country

Every week the violence outside the 
News International plant at Wapping 
gets greater press coverage. The picket 
line gets stronger despite the ferocity 
of the attacks by mounted riot police. 

There are reports that union bureau- 
crats have liaised with the police to the 
extent of setting up a ‘hot-line’ phone 
to report picket line incidents by the 
minute. 

As well as the main picketing at 
Wapping, the distribution and whole- 
salers depots are still being picketed 
and attacked. 

For example on May Ist, in the early 
hours of the morning, pickets success-

On a certain Saturday evening pickets 
managed to block most of the strat- 
egic points along The Highway (main 
arterial road for trucks entering and 
leaving the News International plant) 
Just before midnight the police managed 
to get about a dozen /orries out up 
Cannon Street by effectively cutting in 
half with two ‘blue barricades’.

The 
next minute all the pickets from Glamis 
Road and Garnet Street came stream- 
ing back along The Highway, saying 
that the union steward Michael Hicks 
had told them that ALL the lorries had 
got out up Cannon Street/King David

| challenged another union steward who 
claimed that the cops had ‘broken’ the 
Glamis and Garnet pickets by getting the 
previously mentioned Jorries out and 
that there was no point in carrying on 
with any picketing!" 

On reaching the Virginia Street picket 
everyone realised that they'd been duped 
when they saw lorries still inside the plant, 
and this was really rubbed in when a 
scab coach and about 30 white vans 
poured INTO the plant, obviously from 
the Glamis Road end of The Highway 
where they had just come from. 

Not satisfied with destroying the 
east Highway picket lines the stewards 
then brought all the pickets back from 
Thomas More Street so that lorries could 
get in and out of the plant TOTALLY 
unobstructed. There was much screaming

With all these precautions taken you are 
ready for the picket line but remember that 
your primary target is effective picketing 
not street brawling so ‘keep your head, keep 
together and keep on your toes’ 

Remember in any effective picket there 
will be squads of police who will go hard at 
you, under orders or acting on their own, so 
be prepared! You owe it to your family,

French Polynesia 


While the world reels from the affects 
of the Chernobyl! nuclear disaster the 
French continue to test their nuclear 
weaponry in the South Pacific, pollut- 
ing the marine environment in that 
region for many decades to come. 
Secondary affects, such as the warm- 
up of sea water, which in turn helps 
to increase the number of star-fish 
that eat away parts of the reef that 

is so important in protecting the atolls 
from tidal waves, are ignored. The 
overall effect on the eco-system in 
the region of such secondary affects, 
never mind the primary consequences 
of the testing itself, is disasterous to 
say the least. 

The French have also experimented 
with the neutron bomb in the region 
since as far back as 1978. According to 
engineers from the Pacific Experiment- 
ation Centre explosions from the test- 
ing sent shock waves into the atoll 
heart making it sink one inch after each 
explosion. 

Previously, from 1966 to 1979, forty- 
one tests with A and H bombs were 
carried out in the atmosphere (some 
of the explosions were over 100 times 
stronger than that caused by the bomb 
that fell on Hiroshima). Fall-out on 
these tests was recorded as far away as 
Samoa and even Mexico. Official reports 
(from the Atkinson Mission) claimed that 
at least 20kg of plutonium were dis- 
persed in the lagoon at Muruoa. By 
October 1981 one report claimed that 
there was enough radioactive waste 
stocked there to fill 200,000 cylinders 
each holding 200 litres. 

At the end of July 1979 a bomb 
got caught in one of the underground 
test wells and lodged at 800m deep 
instead of going to the bottom; the 
explosion went ahead regardless and the 


~ result was that a chalk block of 1km 


in volume was separated from the atoll. 
When the block hit the bottom of the 
ocean a huge tidal wave was caused, 
resulting in the injury of two people. 
Since that time a lot of other accidents 
have occured. Contamination has 
reached atolls such as Tematangi, 
Sanavana and Tuvela, to which access 
is now forbidden. The fish, which is 
still farmed in the area, is sold all over 
the world. 

Unlike the Chernoby! disaster the 
damage is by no means as easily 
measured, but damage there is as 
significant in the long term. The 
big powers have no desire to protest 
over this pollution because there is 
little political capital to be gained 
from doing so, and that appears is

New Caledonia 


Things are looking grim for those fight- 
ing for independence in the French colony 
of New Caledonia according to recent 
reports. “ 

The pro-French forces on the island 
have adopted a more violent strategy 
of late, including the assassination 
of anti-colonialist supporters. One recent 
example is the case of M. Hervouet. He 
died in strange circumstances after hav- 
ing started negotiations for the Kanaks 
(the indigenous population) over land 
rights. All such murders are part of a 
plan to.‘keep Noumea white’. (Noumea 
is the capital of New Caledonia). 

At the last RPCRt congress the message 
was ‘Kanaks out of Noumea’. Since then, 
anti-colonialists have been living in fear 
under a system close to apartheid. 
Militias wander the streets of Noumea 
attacking FLNK* members and premises. 
The list of attacks is growing and includes: 

-One attempt to burn down the FLNK 
headquarters and radio station. 

- The disruption of ‘Bwenando’ prem- 
ises (FLNK newspaper). 

- Petrol bombs thrown at the car of 
an anti-colonialist lawyer (M. Tehiot), 

a New Caledonian trade unionist (M. 
Catot) and the car of the head of a 
Human Rights League (Bourdinot). 

- The bombing of M. Caffa’s car 
(a member of the FLNK political board). 

As yet there is no co-ordinated fight- 
back against colonial violence. According 
to ‘Bwenando’ and the French newspaper 
Le Monde there seems to be plans under- 
way to build a new OAS (state-sponsored 
terrorist organisation, set up in 1961 
and active during the Algerian war of 
independence; after the war members 
were still active and joined various 
mercenary outfits and neo-fascist org- 
anisations). The list of pro-French org- 
anisations involved, all under RPCR con- 
trol, is as follows: 

- Forces Caledoniennes Libres 

- Organisation de la resistance Cal- 
edonienne 

- Comite St Michel 

- Comite de crise 

- Comite d’actions patriotiques. 

It is now clear that such organisations 
are preparing for a military solution, with 
the use of terrorist methods. The Kanak 
people depend partly on our solidarity to 
combat this terrorism. Their survival 
depends on it!

APOCALYPSE DEMONSTRATION 


War Factory 
Break-in 


In the early hours of March 19th 
activists broke into the offices of 
Muiden Chemie, a munitions factory 
just outside Amsterdam. The director’s 
office was practically emptied and the 
activists subsequently published parts 
of the liberated records, some dat- 
ing back to 1800. Muiden Chemie 
produces propulsion devices, charges 
for nuclear warheads and neutron 
grenades. 90% are for export. The 
company also produces ‘Base Bleed 
Grains’, which give an extra 10km 
increase in the field range of nuclear 
weapons. 

This is not the first time Muiden 
Chemie has experienced trouble. The 
opening of its new factory on April 
Ist was delayed by sabotage action 
on the night before. 

The company is also involved in 
waste disposal of nuclear byproducts. 
Information on the dangers of the 
burning of waste products which 
release chlorine gas, dioxine, prussic 
acid and other toxic gases, has been 
predictably witheld from the local 
population. 


Fascists Attacked 


In the last issue of Black Flag we 
included a report on the fascist 
meeting in Kedichem (Netherlands) 
that was attacked. Further details 
of what happened are given below. 

At 7.30 on the morning of Saturday 
March 29 approximately 200 anti-fascists 
gethered together in different cities throughout 
the Netherlands. It was known that the CP 
(Centrum Partij) and the CD (Centrum 
Democratum) fascists were to meet. The 
reason for this meeting was to form one 
coalition party with which to go to the 
polls in May for the government elections., 
and thus have more chance of winning seats to 
elect who should lead the new party. 
_ At 3pm in Utrecht, the departure point, 
it was announced where themeeting was 
to be held and it was decided that everyone 
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should regroup at the Leerdam train stat- 
ion. There it was made known that the meet- 
ing was to take place in a hotel in Kedichem, 
7km from Leerdam. The hotel was sit- 

uated on a dyke, thus enabling the police to 
see the approaching convoy (consisting of 
hired buses and cars). After, this dyke was 
easily sealed off by the police via a road 
block. 

The first demonstrators to arrive at the 
hotel - they turned up with masked faces, 
wearing helmets and carrying clubs - started 
shouting at those holding the meeting inside. 
Windows were smashed and smoke bombs 
and tear gas cannisters were thrown inside. 
The hotel very quickly caught fire. This was 
due to a defective smoke-bomb. It was, in 
a matter of minutes,.burnt to the ground. 

72 anti-fascists were arrested within a 
10km radius around the village, the charges 
being arson and public disorder. 

All those arrested were held in custody 

for a further two days, afterwards being 
released in small numbers. On the Wed- 
nesday the remaining 30 people were brought 
to another pre-court hearing. One person's 
file was lost so he was immediately released. 
29 anti-fascists were brought before the 
magistrate to decide whether to keep them 
in custody further. Outside, as with all the 
other hearings, there was a demonstration 
to show moral suuport. This involved 
waving, whistling, screaming - inside it was 
all chaos. 

11 people received a further 6 days, based 
on false testimonies from fascists and pictures 
taken from a photographer who was raided by 
the police two days after the action. 18 were 
released, some with charges still on file against 
them. Six days later there was another hear- 
ing for the remaining 11 anti-fascists; this 
was attended outside by around SO support- 
ers. Six were released, but the remaining five 
were given 30 days in custody. Their con- 
victions were based on the bullshit testi- 
monies of fascists who said that they rec- 
ognised, positively, the MASKED anti- 
fascists. people are being held hostage! 

During the support actions outside the 
court buildings the police took lots of phot- 
graphs of demonstrators and these were matched 
to photos taken at the action. A woman was 
arrested at one of these demos due to the 
matching of these photos. She didn’t give 
her name, however two days later at the remand 
hearing her name was made known via Inter- 
pol! The night before her house was raided 
by five police. They were busy for approx- 
imately 2 hours and took clothes, shoes, her 
diary, texts from the Red Army fraction and 
Action Directe statements and the layout 
fora political poster. This raid, together with 
the raid on the photographers home and the 
confiscation of items from those arrested 
clearly shows how the police are more than 
willing to to assist and protest fascists.

As a signal of support to their US ally, 
the Spanish authorities recently swooped 
on a number of fascists who they had 
for so long turned a blind eye towards. 
Colonel Carlos Meer de Ribera, the 
founder of the FNT (falange union) 
and who has also been implicated in 
several of the post-Franco coup attempts, 
was one of those arrested. He had been 
openly visiting Gadaffi for some years 
arranging funds for Falange activities. 
De Meer and friends were also involved 
with a group of Francoist officers who 
were planning further coups. 


That Gadaffi funds far-right, even 
fascist groups, may come as a surprise 
to most on the left (even to the naieve 
Reaganites too). But his support of such 
groups is by no means new. Paladin, 
another fascist terror organisation that 
reached the height of its activities around 
five years back, was also a beneficiary. 
Headed by Otto Skorzeny, a former SS 
Intelligence officer, it acted as an um- 
berella grouping for terrorist activities 
involving groups from across Europe 
as well as Central and South America. 

One Paladin offshoot was the group 
‘Guerrillas of Christ the King*(GCR), 
which specialised in the assassination of 
Basque activists. One of the leaders of 
the campaign was Stefano della Chiaie, 
who has been named in regard to several 
notorious bombings since the early "70's 
(including the Bolgna railway station 
bombing) and has been active in the revival 
of a new fascist international, invoking, 
at one stage, the help of Klaus Barbie 
during his latter days in Bolivia. 

Around the time of the GCR campaign 
a similar group was set up by the Leb- 
anese Falange called the ‘Call of Jesus 
Christ’. More recently this group has moved 
its operations to Madrid and earlier in 
the year several of its members were 
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arrested in Paris and accused of plann- 
ing a bombing campaign in France 
against Jewish targets. The group was 
also exposed when two of its members 
were caught red-handed planting a 
bomb at a Bank America office in 
Madrid. It is now thought that the 
group had been infiltrated by pro-NATO 
Spanish security agents encouraging 
further Libyan involvement prior to 
the raid by the US. That infiltration 
led to a change in targets from Jewish 
to US businesses. 

Parallel to all these goings-on Delle 
Chiaie has been free to circulate in 
Spain, coming and going as he wished 
under the protection of the security 
forces. His previous pro-NATO activity 
in Italy and his contacts with the CIA 
point towards him having possibly 
played a double role, using the Falange 
as cover to lead on Gadaffi, his former 
benefactor.

More recently the Today newspaper ran a 


front-page story — again like the Observer 
article on Edge, the story had the appearance 
of being ‘ghost written’ — on ‘anarchist squatt- 
ers’. Again, like the Observer story, they were 
not squatters in Berlin or Britain but this time 
in the Netherlands, and concerned allegations 
about the Dutch squatting /anti-militarist paper 
Bluf. On this occasion the story alleged that 
Bluf was involved in a terrorist conspiracy aimed 
at multi-national companies, particularly those 
companies with South American (more likely 
South African?) connections. Of course since 
that report no such terrorist outrages have 
taken place, although there has always been in 
Western Europe an ongoing campaign of low- 
level direct action attacks on the premises of 
well known companies with South African 
connections teg. Barclays, etc.) Again, like the 
Observer story, the Today report was low on 
facts and full of inuendo. Their source was 
supposedly a ‘security firm that specialised in 
company security’. There are of course, lots of 
these companies all anxious to generate more 
business. The term ‘security company” has also 
been used many times in the past to mean 
security service’ (ie. state or private intelligence) 
But why this sudden interest by a paper like 

Today in a conspiracy allegedly originating in 
the Netherlands? (Today, like its tabloid friends, 
generally panders to more domestic interests.) 
One possible source, given the notable inaccur- 
acies in the article, could well be BOSS (South 
African Secret Service), whose expertise at dis- 
information stories is notorious. And it is no 
coincidence that anarchists in Britain and in 
ther European (and North American) countries 
had, prior to the Today story been involved in 

a campaign of direct action against companies 
with South African connectians,

Gable, a self-confessed MIS inform 
int, is hardly likely to spill the beans on 
Class War if the connection story was true 
which clearly it is not. His ‘expose’ of that 
nnection only indicates that he attempted 
set them up, to which he has failed 
Gable’s latest story is about a murder con 
piracy on himself! It is inundated with 
ics’ as to the perpetrators of the conspiracy 


For example he mentions an MP. This 
could have been Harvey Proctor, but also 
Gerald Howarth. Gable in the article accused 
the MP of undertaking surveillance on him 
Both MP's have been the subject of accusations 
of links with fascists groups. Gable also mentions 
an ex-military officer who was implicated ‘more 
than ten years ago, in discussions within 
military circles about a possible coup d’etat 
against the then Labour government of Harold 
Wilson.” This discussion (now well known 
history) involved Lord Mountbatten and the then 
editor of the Mirror Group of newspapers, 

Hugh Cudlipp (the ‘coup’ attempt was rumbled 
at the time by Peace News). According to Gable 
the ex-military officer was one of the directors 
of the security firm employed by the MP to 
watch Gable and arrange for his disappearance. 
Howarth is connected to a company called 
Richard Unwin International Ltd; Richard 
Unwin ran another company called International 
Security Services who apparently sub-contracted 
the surveillance on Gable to a company called 
Majorclose Ltd, which also ran under the name 
of Selective Security Services. All this inform- 
ation landed in Gable’s hands courtesy of the 
Daily Mirror, who had been contacted by 

a founder director of Majorclose who allegedly 
was concerned that there was a plot to kill 
Gable 

The climax of the conspiracy to kill Gable 

was to have taken him to a ‘safe-house in Dorset’ 
where he was to be interrogated and killed.” 
In Gable’s code a safe house in Dorset could 
well mean the home of Ian Souter-Clarence 
(ex-SAS and an organiser of the fascist para- 
military group Eidelweiss) 

As tor Howarth he has denied any intention 
to kill Gable, although he has admitted to two 
newspapers that he had hired a security firm 
to investigate him 

Certainly the drama has all the trappings o1 
being genuine, although had it been signed 
by Geoffrey Archer (Tory deputy chairman and 


political novelist) everything would fall into place. 


Howarth would also seem to have underestim- 
ated Gable’s importance to Special Branch. After 
all, as was already shown in Anarchy Magazine 
two years ago, Gable actively passed on inform- 
ation to the ‘agencies’ during the ABC spy 

trial in the mid-70’s. (Curiously one of Gable’s 
contacts at the time was Geoffrey Stewart- 
Smith of the Foreign Affairs Reasearch Inst- 
itute, who later become a World Anti-Communist 


League contact for the UK). Gable has con- 
fessed to getting most of the information about 
the ABC defence committee from an ‘eye- 
witness’, who had infiltrated the group. One 
such infiltrator who was later exposed was 

the barrister Tony Jones. Jones’ role in 
passing on information about the ABC defence 
committee and his attempts to infiltrate 
several radical and anarchist groups was sub- 
sequently exposed in two investigative mag- 
azines, including Black Flag. 

Gable is undoubtedly a source of disinform- 
ation on anarchists and anti-state radicals 
generally. But it would be melodramatic and 
conspiracist to place too much emphasis on his 
special relationship’ with the security services 
in respect of current and recent media ob- 
session with anarchist activity 

To a certain extent press interest in anarch- 
ism comes in waves, and is often, although not 
always, soon followed by excessive police 
activity and trials. As far as the media is con- 
cerned if they cannot get stories where stories 
exist, they'll invent them, either by sensational- 
ising or by encouraging self-publicity

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CIA 


AID 


Since the US Congress attempted to 
limit government funding of Contras in 
Central America, and in the light of 
publicity of how the CIA is directly in- 
volved in providing military and logistical 
assistance to the anti-Sandanistan forces, 
official emphasis has switched in recent 
months to providing contingency funding 
via a range of independent far-right organ- 
isations. Working closely with the CIA or 
alongside it, in effect the aid programme 
has been partially privatised. Below we 
briefly list some of the organisations that 
are involved. 

CAUSA (Confederation of the Association 
for the Unification of Societies of the 

Americas — what a mouthful!) is a front- 
runner. CAUSA is a moonie (Rev. Moon 
of South Korea’s Unification Church; a 
Christian anti-communist demagogue) 
front headed by General E Woellner (now 
retired) of the USAir Force. Woellner is a 
one-time director of the Coalition for 
Peace through Security and is connected 
to World Medical Relief, a CIA front organ- 
isation that provides relief to areas of 
conflict. 

World Medical Relief is itself channeling 
funds for weaponry to Contras. One of 
the leading figures in WMR is General HC 
Aderholt (retired} of the USAF, now the 
President of the Air Commando Association 
and board member of the ‘Soldier of Fort- 
une’ affiliate, Refugee Relief International. 
The Air Commando Association has a long 
standing agreement with RRI to fly in 
supplies to contras on behalf of Soldier of 
Fortune, the mercenary outfit. 

Another similar set-up to Soldier of 
Fortune is Civil Military Assistance — set 
up initially by four National Guardsmen 
in North Alabama. The organisation grew 
by recruiting from the Ku Klux Klan (the 
infamous ‘free-enterprise’ racists) and the 


National Guard. It now has groups in 
several other US states. In 1983 a logistics 
officer at the US embassy in El Salvador 
arranged for the CMA to send military 
supplies to El Salvador; more shipments 
followed. The head of the CMA, Tommy 
Possey, was then put in contact with the 
Contra organisation, FDN, by a US emb- 
assy official in Honduras. CMA agents 
later boasted of ‘seeing some action’. The 
CMA are now currently helping to train 
FDN guerrillas. In fact it was CMA operat- 
ives who were involved in the much public- 
ised incident in August 1984 when a heli- 
copter carrying mercenaries was shot down 
over Nicaraguan airspace just over from 
the Honduran border 

CMA members are receiving training 
themselves in guerrilla warfare and counter 
insurgency techniques at Fort Bragg and 
Fort Benning, two US Army Special 
Forces bases. Salvadorean death squads 
are also trained at Fort Bragg. Fort Bragg 
is the home of the Joint Special Operations 
Command (equivalent to the British SAS 
force), headed by Brigadier General Rich- 
ard Schotter. Interestingly it was CMA 
members who carried out all the security 
work at the last annual conference, held 
in Phoenix, Arizona, of the World Anti- 
Communist League 


Providing funds to the mercenary organ- 
isations are a never ending list of groups, 
one of the biggest being the Freedom Res- 
earch Foundation, which specialises in 
public relations cover for anti-communist 
movements in third world countries. The 
head of FRF is Jack Wheeler, who does 
free-lance work for the Moonie owned 
paper, the Washington Times, as well as 
Reason Magazine (the organ of the Reason 
Foundation). On the FRF board are 
several prominent military and ex-military 
Officials, including Mike Kelly, Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of the US Air Force 

Other organisations involved in fund- 
raising include the Christian Broadcasting 
Network, Coalitions for America, the 
Council for Inter-American Security (has 
close connections with the National Secur- 
ity Council), New World Dynamics, the 
Council for the Defence of Freedom, the 
Heritage Foundation, the Conservative 
Alliance, Friends of America, and the 


PRIVATISED 


Institute for Regional and International 
Studies (set up jointly by WACL and the 
Soldier of Fortune organisations). 


At the centre of the private aid scam 
is the World Anti-Communist League 
(WACL - whackos to their enemies) 
itself. Altogether it has been estimated 
(from WACL reports) that between 
$ 20-30m worth of aid has been con- 
tributed by WACL, via fundraising, to 
the Contras. Considering that WACL 
head, Major General John K Singlaub, 
heads the special White House appoint- 
ed Pentagon committee, set up in 1983 
to investigate future support activity, 
and considering also that the same 
committee includes Air Commando 
Association chief, Harry Aderholt, it is 
not in the least surprising that current 
White House policy is to widen aid to 
the Contras by using mercenary and 
neo-fascist (ie WACL) organisations. 


The idea of privatising the aid was 
first proposed to Reagan by Colonel 
Oliver North, currently deputy to the 
National Security Adviser, Robert 
McFarlane. North’s main role, however 
is responsibility for Contra strategy. 
Singlaub regularly reports to North on 
how the aid programme is progressing. 
Reagan himself has direct involvement 
in the privatisation campaign, not only 
through his open admiration for WACL 
work but also by the support he has 
given organisations such as the Nicarag- 
uan Development Council, created by 
the CIA as a front for the contra FDN. 

Recent investigations have shown 
that the CMA, now involving an estim- 
ated 5,000 members and supporters, 
works directly with the CIA in its low 
intensity operations in the war. Two 
of the CMA’s main CIA contacts are 
John Hull and Bruce Jones. Hull, based 
in Costa Rica, has admitted to receiving 
around $ 10,000 a month from the 
National Security Council to help fund 
lacal Contra activities. Jones lives in 
Tucson, after being expelled from 
Costa Rica, and has taken responsibility 
for organising a local branch of the US 
chapter of WACL, the US Council for 
Freedom. Jones himself introduced 
one CMA activist, Steven Carr, to ex- 
Brigade 2506 members (Cuban-exile 
terrorist group involved in the Bay of 
Pigs invasion). Carr has been the CMA’s 
main buyer for arms from the Miami 
mafia. Given the occasions when the 
CMA has provided members to provide 
security at WACL and Soldier of Fort- 
une conferences, it is not difficult to 
propose that the CMA has been appoint 
ed as the mercenary arm of WACL, at 
least within its Central American 
ambit

N.B. On April 25, a few days after Con- 
gress voted against more Administrat- 
ion aid to the Contras, The Guardian, 
reported that ‘the rebels have received 
a fresh influx of supplies...the material 
had been sitting in warehouses in Hon- 
duras that were bought with private 
funds’. One such ‘warehouse’, acting 
as a conduit for some of the 27 mill- 
ion dollars of ‘humanitarian aid’ siph- 
oned via an array of Miami banks and 
drug dealers, is an undistinguished 
supermarket in the Honduran capital 
It was shown that the supermarket 
had links to several Honduran military 
officers wh®@ were helping to run the 
operation, under CIA guidance, while 
raking off huge payments for their 
trouble 

The CIA has, in any case, its own 
direct routes to the Contras. For 
example an airline company, SETCO, 
which the CIA owns through fronts, 
is used to fly in supplies to the mil- 
itary airport of El Aguacate in northern 
Honduras and from then onwards to 
the Nicaraguan border; this operation 
is personally directed by the CIA desk 
chief in Honduras, John Malet 


INVESTIGATION 


GOD’S BANKER WITHDRAWS ACCOUNT 


Michele Sindona, nicknamed “the shark’ 
and (misleadingly ) ‘God’s Banker’, snuff- 
ed it in Voghera Prison in Italy only days 
after beginning a 35 year sentence. Just 
over a year ago he*predicted the actual 
form of his own death. What is still not 
known is whether his death was caused 
at his own hands or whether it was murd- 
er. What is clear, however, is that while he 
remained alive he was a threat to many 
powerful people not only within the 
Italian political and financial establish- 
ment and the Vatican, but also within 
US banking circles and the international 
intelligence/spying community. 

Sindona, aged 66, was sentenced in an Italian 
court to 35 years for his part in the murder of 
Italian magistrate Giorgio Ambrosoli. Sindona 
had already been convicted in a US court on 
charges relating to fraud, for which he received 
a sentence of 25 years, and for arranging his 
own ‘kidnapping’, for which he was sentenced 
to 2% years. The Italian court, in addition to 
finding him guilty of murder also convicted him 
on a charge of extorting money from the late 
Roberto Calvi, who was ‘suicided’ in 1982 and 
found hanging under London’s Blackfriars 
Bridge. 

Sindona died from Potassium cyanide poison- 
ing. The poison was found in his coffee. If he 
was not murdered it has been suggested that he 
must have been in possession of the poison for 
some time. Likely hiding places were his watch 
or the heel of his shoe. However the last words 
Sindona was alleged to have uttered before he 
entered into terminal coma were: “They've 
poisoned me’. Sindona had many enemies: the 
Mafia, members of the (Licio) Gelli P2 network, 
members of far-right terrorist groups, leading 
bankers and financiers, the Italian security 


. Service, top Vatican officials. . . For years he 


had been the ultimate go-between, arranging 
deals between those apparently differing interests. 
He knew too much about the corruption within 
Italian banking circles, about the nefarious deal- 
ings of the Vatican Bank and about the source 
of funding of many far-right groups and the 
intelligence agencies and their close association 
with each other, especially in carrying out a 
series of outrageous bombings that later became 
known globally as Italy’s ‘strategy of tension’. 
Sindona’s secrets died with him, until at leas¢ 
further investigations provide more clues. 


MAFIA ROOTS/FRAUD/TERRORISM 


Sindona’s own corrupt dealings can be traced 
back as far as the second World War when, using 
his Mafia connections, he organised an illegal 
market network. After the war he set up a finan- 
cial consultancy firm in Milan specialising in tax 
avoidance schemes. During those years he devel- 
oped a close working relationship with the Gam- 
bino family, one of the more important Mafia 
clans. Sindona’s role was to launder the huge 
profits made from the heroin trafficking business 
and to ‘lose’ those profits and reinvest them in 
respectable concerns. 

By 1959 Sindona had accumulated enough 
wealth and expertise to be able to purchase his 
first Bank, Banca Privata Pinanziaria (BPF, later 
to become the Banca Privata after a series of 
amalgamations). His expertise was sought far 
and wide: his clients included not only the 
criminal underworld but also the leading banks 
as well as the IOR (Vatican Bank). Some of the 
IOR’s funds originated from sources that preferr- 
ed to remain anonymous; sources such as the 
CIA and the Gambino's , who both used BPF 
as a vehicle for investing in projects that boosted 
the Catholic anti-communist factions at a time 
when the Italian Communist Party was the 
most powerful in Western Europe and which 
provided a legitimate channel for ill-gotten gains 


BPF received financial support from 
major international banks, notably Hambros 
and Continental Illinois. Coincidentally the 
latter is headquartered at Cicero, near Chicago, 
the home town of Bishop Marcinkus, the real 
*‘God’s Banker’, who headed the Vatican Bank 
and collaborated with Sindona, and Calvi, 
for more than two decades in dealings that 
developed between Sindona’s BPF and Calvi’s 
Bank Ambrosiano and the IOR. 

During the 60’s BPF took much of the 
responsibility for illegally importing huge 
amounts of lire, with BPF mopping up the 
commission fees, 15% of which are now known 
to have been redirected by Sindona into the 
IOR. Much of the funds exported were from 
client accounts where the clients were unaware 
of what was happening. Money moved around 
quickly, banks bought and opened to launder 
profits made from illegal speculations and 
smuggling, other profits being directed to 
political and terrorist groupings on the far 
right in the ‘war against communism’ 

It has been estimated that the profits made 
by the Gambino’s in the Lebanon-Sicily-New 
York heroin route alone averaged out at the time 
at an annual $500m. According to one Sindona 
biographer the Alitalia airline company 
became an integral element in the transport- 
ation of the goods. It was also during this 
period that the Sindona empire channelled 
CIA funds to far-right groups in several 
countries with which BPP had financial 
connections: Yugoslavia, Greece and, of 
course, Italy itself. False accounts would be 
opened, funds transferred, ect, without the 
source being named 

By the carly 70s Sindona had become such 


a powerful figure he had become a close 
associate of figures such as presidents Fanfani, 
Andreotti and Nixon. By that point in time 
Sindona was also a longstanding member of 
P2 and had risen within those ranks as the 
key financial consultant and general financial 
manager of Gelli’s transactions. Sindona later 
admitted that funding was arranged via Gelli, 
of right-wing organisations across Central 
America culminating in the intense terrorism 
and repression during the first half of the 
1970s. 

This funding activity by Gelli continued 
well after Sindona’s downfall. In 1978, for 
example, Gelli provided the then Nicaraguan 
president, Somoza, with $1m in order thata 
branch of Banco Ambrosiano could be opened 
in Managua to function as yet another channel 
for smuggled funds. Gelli, however, also read 
the signs as to the events that were to happen 
in 1979 and secretly supplied funds to the 
Sandanistas. The result was that after the 
revolution all the banks, with the exception 
of Banco Ambrosiano, were nationalised. BA 
was allowed to survive because of its important 
Vatican interests. 


THE EMPIRE FALLS — 
ASSASSINATIONS 


During the early part of the last decade, while 
Sindona was cultivating friends in high places, 
there were signs that things for him were 
beginning to go wrong. Despite the fact that 
in 1973 he was voted in Italy as ‘Man of the 
Year’ and that he was honoured by Andreotti 
as the person to ‘save the lira’, a year later his 
empire had collapsed, causing the collapse of 
the lira and further destabilisations. In August 
of that year BPF and the Franklin Bank (a 
major US bank owned by Sindona) was able 
to survive for a further month, thanks to the 
assistance provided by the US government 

and the bank di Roma. But liquidation was 
inevitable and by October Sindona’s dealings 
had been investigated and a warrant for his 
arrest issued. Sindona managed to avoid arrest 
thanks to a tip-off from Gelli and his contacts 
within the Finance Police; he escaped to 
Switzerland and then to the USA. 

The collapse of the Sindona empire meant 
huge losses for the Vatican Bank — an 
estimated $300m. Immune as always, 

Bishop Marcinkus was able to survive the scan- 
dal (as well as the later ones involving Banco 
Ambrosiano) and previous scandals, such as 
a tax scam in the Italian oil market(the profits 
made from the scam were ‘lost’ within the 
IOR and up to $2.5m in tax revenue was 
siphoned off. (Implicated in the conspiracy was 
the head of the Finance Police and P2 member, 
General Raffale). 


Michele Sindona - suicide or 
murder? 


After the collapse of BPI’ a Milan magistr- 
ate, Giorgio Ambrosoli, was appointed 
liquidator. But after five years of near-fruitless 
investigations and countless death threats from 
mafia associates of Sindona, Ambrosoli was 
gunned down by a paid assassin, William 
Arico, a New York hit-man. (Arico himself 
died allegedly trying to escape from a New 
York jail in 1984). Four months after the 
murder of Ambrosoli, Erica Cuccia, a banker 
who refused to accede to a demand from 
Sindona that he bail out BP} and arrange 
for an extradition warrant to be withdrawn, 
nearly suffered death too when a bomb 
exploded outside his Milan apartment 
Another murder that took place only days

after Ambrosoli was killed was that of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Antonio Varisco, who had been 
investigating P2 and was assisting Ambrosoli 

in his enquiries. At the time his murder was 
blamed on the ‘Red Brigades’ (who in turn 

were a subject of massive infiltration and are 
now known to have collaborated in the ‘strategy 
of tension’ programme organised and put in 
effect by the neo-fascist right). A month 

later came the assassination of Boris Guilano, 
head of the Palermo (Sicily) flying squad, 

who was at the time involved in an investi-- 
gation into the links between the Gambinos and 
Sindona. In addition there has been speculation* 
that the death of Pope John Paul I (the ‘laughing 
pope’ who lasted in office for less than a 

month) can also be attributed to the Sindona/ 
Gelli/Calvi/Marcinkus connections, in that 

JPI was known to have wanted a clean-up and 

a major enquiry 


ARRESTS — TRIALS 


In 1978 Sindona was arrested by the US 
authorities and charged with fraud and grand 
larceny in connection with the collapse of 
the Franklin Bank. But his financial dealings 
continued. A year after his arrest Sindona, 
while on bail, managed to extort an estimated 
$30m from the Calvi/ Banco Ambrosiano 
empire as ‘ransom’ in exchange for his 
(Sindona’s) release. Sindona, with the 
assistance of his mafia contacts had in fact 
organised his own ‘kidnapping’. From New 
York Sindona had frown to Vienna, then 
disappeared. He duly reappeared again in 
New York two months later. It is thought 
that the Calvi money ended up __ with Gelli as 
a last attempt to use his associate as a pawn 
to refil his Argentinian bank accounts for 
further re-investment. Other sources have 
claimed that Gelli used some of this ransom 
money to help General Galtieri to purchase 
Exocet missiles from the French manufacturers, 
before the Falklands/Marvinas War. 

In 1980 Sindona was tried in the USA on 
several counts of fraud. At his trial two 
cardinals, Guiseppe Caprio and Sergio Guerri, 
agreed to make depositions on his behalf, with 
the blessing of the new pope, John Paul II 
(the Polish pope). But at the last moment the 
Vatican realised how embarrassing this 
would be should Sindona be found guilty. 

The depositions were hurriedly withdrawn. 

In March the Grand Jury found him guilty; 

two months later, Sindona attempted to take 
hiw own life by taking the poison digitalis (which 
he carried on his person on Gelli’s instructions 

— as did all P2 members — in case of being 
forced to reveal confidential information). The 
prison doctors however saved him and he was 
duly sentenced to 25 years. 

After his extradition to Italy in 1984 
Sindona had been under constant pressure from 
contacts within the old P2 network to keep 
quiet about his past dealings. At one point 
during the subsequent hearings Bishop 
Marcinkus was subpoeaned to give evidence. 
His luck, though, had not run out and the 
subpoena was withdrawn after pressure from the 
then US Ambassador to the Vatican, William 
Wilson (a member of the Sovereign Military 
Order of Malta, a secret right-wing Vatican 
sponsored order, whose contacts extend 
thoughout the world). 

Sindona, it has been said, predicted his own 
death and the way it was to be carried out 
The ‘Italian solution’, applied so often to 
Sindona’s enemies, was to be used yet again, 
but this time against one of the arch- 
perpretrators. Just before his extradition 
to Italy Sindona was quoted as saying, ‘Jf / 
finally get there, if no one does me first — and 
I've already heard talk of giving me a poisoned 
cup of coffee — I'll make my trial into a real 
circus. I'll tell everything” Sindona was tried 
in abstentia, he never sung and, presumably, 
he hoped for a reprieve or at least a return 
to the US jail where he had been more 
comfortably treated. Whether, in the end, he 
had given up all hope and decided to repeat 
his earlier suicide attempt, or whéther his 
prophecy had come true and the long hand of 
the ‘puppet master’ (Gelli), or even of the 
increasingly nervous Marcinkus, had done 
its deed, remains to be seen. Sindona took 
one of his biggest secrets with him; namely 
the super 500 names of those who had 
participated in the gigantic swindles in the 
late 60s/early 70s before the whole thing 
collapsed. His death could well have been 
a message to others who know the ‘Sindona 
500° secret and who might now resist all 
temptation to reveal all

allegations of ‘leadership roles’ for Hansen 
and Taylor.

reduction was warranted on the grounds that 
the two had virtually been crucified as 
political’ (read ‘terrorist’ in the state’s 
eyes). This was out of the bounds of universal 
sentencing principles which demand that the 
sentence be given based on the charge itself 
and be comparable. Yet the harsh prison 
terms received were way out of line even with 
those given for similar offences or to repeat 
ffenders and murderers. A second defense 


presentation was to contradict the Crown's 
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‘leaders’ issuing orders to ‘soldiers’, and 
rather that it was more a situation of different 
abilities 

In essence, what we've seen was 4a 
successful set-up, by the police and the 
Crown, in creating a climate of fear surroun- 
ding particularly Ann and Brent which the 
trial judge, S.M. Toy, fell for, punishing 
them for their values and ‘Leadership’. At 
the appeal, the Crown continued in their 
branding of them as treasonous heretics 


Prosecutor Hili made un attempt to impress 
with his brillian: count of the number of 
times each perjorative word in the ‘language 
of treason’’ was used in their pelitical 


statement...1.¢ “militancy—-26 times” 
**guerrilla...18 ‘revolution...resis- 
tance...attack...’" etc,! Deity unimpressed, it 
was more like a joke to have our politics 
analysed by the politically and historically 
uneducated! They continued on with much 
replay of the most condemning extrapola 
tions that could be isolated from Ann’s and 
Brent's previous writings and trial senten- 
cing statements. It was much more of an 
evangelical diatribe on the criminality of 
leftist values than it was a legal, factual look 
at the charges themselves 


**We play into the hand of the guerrilla if we 
lessen the sentences...we do an injustice to 
society in general.”’ Hill 


And at the winding down of the charade, 
the defense is allowed a brief last-ditch 
response. Again, Ruby insisted that this was 
not the place, nor the job of the court, to 
debate political positions. He continued that 
the defendants should not be crushed with 
brutal sentences because they adhere to a set 
of values ‘“‘which everyone in their right mind 
would also adhere to.'’ With a very impas- 
sioned plea, he insisted that Hansen's and 
Taylor's motives were good and their beliefs 
were humanist and spiritual. Leniency, com- 
passion, and fairness were the fitting res- 
ponse needed now, he concluded. 

It is doubtful if the plea of leniency fell on 
anything other than deaf ears, before a panel 
of judges from whom you hear: “*...it is all 
people from an intellectual background, 
middle and upper classes, who are concerned 
about these things (ecology, pornography, 
nuclear wart, etc.), not from the working 
class...for example, the Baader-Meinhof 
gang and the Red Brigades...they tried to say 
they were led to do such actions from 
frustrations, which is merely justifying nihil- 
ism...** (Judge Nemetz). 

At any rate, the quote definitely shows a 
curious progression of connections and atti- 
tudes! The judges have reserved decision on 
the appeal to allow them time to consider 
the presentations.

UPDATE—In a B.C. Court of Appeal decis- 
lon on March 18th, both Ann Hansen’s and 
Brent Taylor’s lengthy prison sentences were 
upheld, while Julie Belmas, who renounced 
guerrilla politics and turned on her former 
comrades, was rewarded with a five-year 
reduction of her 20 year prison term. 

Along with Ann and Brent’s refusal to 
denounce armed politics, the myth of their 
roles as ‘leaders’ of the clandestine group 
Direct Action was a major factor in the 
court's decision.

In a recent two-part ‘exclusive’ in the 
Sunday Mirror two allegations were made 
against Black Flag, one actual the other 
implied. Both are total non sense. Either 
the paper is short of stories or they are 
being wound up 

Prime coveiage in the two-part article 
was given to Class War, in particular 
their dislike of the Royal Family. The 
current media obsession with Class War 
is all too predictable given that their 
own rhetoric lends itself to the ‘shock 
horror’ style which the tabloids thrive 
upon. 

Most of the rubbish printed was 
lifted from the back pages of their rivals: 
the only new angle was the allegation 
that Black Flag is linked to ‘a Belgian 
terror group’. The paper then went on 
to name that group as the CCC (Fighting 
Communist Cells), a Marxist guerrilla 
group that has been involved over the 
past eighteen months or so with attacks 
on mainly military, but some employer 
targets. Early on in the investigation 
on the attacks Belgian police rounded 
up local anarchists and members of anti- 
prison groups. They had no information 
about who was doing the attacks and 
the anarchists became the temporary 
scape-goats 

The British police are now desperately 
hoping for information to show a connect- 
ion between European guerrilla organ- 
isations and anarchists in Britain. 
In this particular instance we believe that 
the press are working hand in glove with 
the police to exploit the present climate 
and orchestrate a campaign aimed at 
anarchists in particular and all forms of 
direct resistance in general 

But perhaps the thing that gave the whole 
game away was the highly fictional 
claims that the CCC and their allies in 
France and WGermany are connected to 
the Angry Brigade. 


CANADA 


The ‘war against terrorism’ is tak- 
ing on a particularly surreal tinge in 
Canada, as statements made at a sym- 
posium on terrorism have turned into 
a political football involving the press 
and the major political varties 

An article about the symposium in 
the Globe and Mai/, a major Canadian 
daily newspaper, contain two sections 
which leap off the page: 

Although he refused to cite his 
sources, Mr Shoniker (assistant Crown 
Attorney of Ontario) alleged that the 
number one terrorist threat facing 
Canada is the Toronto and Vancouver 
based Direct Action group, which he 
said is linked to West Germany’s 
Baader-Meinhof gang. (sic) 

‘Alleging that members have been 
trained in Libya, South Yemen and 
Lebanon, Mr Shoniker predicted that the 
group will move from bombings to 
political killings within five years 
Members have been convicted of 
bombings in Toronto and Vancouver.’ 

A follow-up article the next day, 
entitled ‘Ottawa to Probe Remarks on 
Terrorism’, contains quotes from John 
Thompson of the Canadian Institute 
of Strategic Studies, the group which 
sponsored the symposium: ‘Up to 19

MOONIES TARGET EUROPE 


CAUSA — the political wing of the Unific- 
ation Church and headed by Rey. Moon 
follower Bo Hi Pak — recently organised a 
conference in London on the Strategic 
Defence Initiative (Star Wars) 

The conference was co-sponsored by the 
Heritage Foundation, The main address was 
given by Henry Mohr, former member of 
the USAF General Staff. Other prominent 
guests included Vice Admiral Sir John Rux 
borough (former NATO commander of 
Polaris forces) and Sir John Risdale MP 
(Conservative) and vice president of the 
North Atlantic Assembly, an international 
lobby that includes a variety of members 
across the political spectrum — people like 


TRIAL BY MEDIA 


The fact that the Angry Brigade is 
non-existent, except in the minds of press 
reporters, seemed hardly important to 
the irresponsible journalists who penned 
the article. Yet they were able to refer 
to the Angry Brigade (whose last attacks 
in Britain were well over a decade ago) 
as being active. The police know this is 
a lie and so do we. But the Sunday Mirror 
was either fed false information or it simply 
invented it. Either way it would seem, 
in retrospect, that the paper decided to 
spice up their largely plagiarised story 
about Class War by sticking in the 
crap about the Angry Brigade while at 
the same time bringing up the tiresome 
‘European Connection’ 


About a week prior to the Sunday 
Mirror printing the curiously vague 
introduction to its two-part ‘exclusive’ 
on anarchists in Britain, a bomb that 
exploded in London’s Oxford Street 
was, according to media reports, claimed 
by the Angry Brigade as well as the 
Scottish National Liberation Army. The 
police stated at the time that they believed 
both claims to be bogus and apportioned 
blame on to ‘Arabs’ (the target of the bomb- 
ing was the American Express/British 
Airways office). Bogus claims by the 
“Angry Brigade’ have been made before 
and this was no exception 

In this particular case, however, we 
are of the opinion that the Angry Brigade 
claim could well have been made, not only 
by police or police agents for reasons 
that are obvious, but by reporters working 
for the Sunday Mirror, who had been 
planning their ‘shock horror’ story for 
several weeks and who were clearly short 
of original material. That the media in 
general too often exploit public concern 
with terrorism for their own ends is with- 
out doubt; also that part of the news- 
papers role seems to be to whip up fear 
in order that those taken in irrationally 
seek increased repression from the police 

Having recently got their current 
‘enemy without’ (ie Gadaffi), the media 
now seeks to get their ‘enemy within’ 


and Red Army Faction (sic) European 
groups and support groups are hiding 

in Canada and use Canada as a source of 
bombs and other supplies.’ 

Federal Solicitor, General Perrin 
Beatty, is presently probing the matter 
and is of the opinion that ‘the govern 
ment has no information that would 
suggest that the two groups (Direct 
Action and Action Directe) are related’ 
(it doesn’t take a political scientist to 
figure out the incompatibility of the 
anarchist philosophy of Direct Action 
and the Marxist-Leninist one of 
Action Directe). 

The government would definitely 
like to have its cake and eat it too. 
Canada is expecting a swarm of US 
tourists who are cancelling their trips 
to Europe. Byt there is nothing to 
indicate that the State is in any way 
adverse to the philosophy of the sym- 
posium participants as outlined in 
the following paragraphs taken from 
the Globe and Mail 

‘there is always a trade off between 
reduced civil rights and increased state 
powers when spying, wire taps, police 
surveillance and other techniques are 
employed in the fight against terror 
ism; said symposium organiser John 
Thompson. 

‘Unfortunately, greater target-harden 
ing against terrorists affects privacy, 
personal liberty and even freedom of the 
press’, added Liberal MP Robert Kaplan, 
a former Solicitor-General.’ 


right wing trade unionists Frank Chapple 
(former head of EETPU, the British elect 
ricians union) and Jo Grimmond, the form 
er British Liberal Party leader, A less prom 
inent guest at the conference was David 
Hoile, of the Federation of Conservative 
Students 

Speakers at the conference raised the 
issue of SDI taking on a European dimen 
sion. It was let loose that a European dim 
ension (EDI) was not just a possibility but 
a reality with plans already well under way 
CAUSA, with over 22 branches worldwide 
is busily organising its UK lobby through 
retired military officers and parliamentar 
ians such as Sir Nigel Henderson (ex 
chairman of NATO’s military committee) 
and Sir Anthony Buck MP, current chair 


More generally we are seeing. and we will 
continue to see in the future to a greater 
intensity, a growing and highly visible 
propaganda war with the State desperately 
seeking to persuade that it has a monopoly 
on anti-terrorism, which to government 
means not just the repression of all those 
involved in armed struggle but the crim- 
inalisation of all forms of anti-state and 
anti-capitalist activity. To the forces of 
the State any organised resistance that has 
the potential to succeed is the enemy 
within 

The Sunday Mirror might have only 
succeeded in demonstrating their potential 
to construct a seemingly plausible con- 
spiracy. But such attempts, even clumsy 
ones, provide the police often with the 
right excuse to make information-gathering 
raids, which in turn provides the press with 
even more material. And it this sort of 
relationship between the press and the 
police that demonstrates so clearly the 
dangers in making use of the press in 
order to gain publicity or in order to 
wind them up. Playing the media game can 
have its nasty consequences

POSTSCRIPT :Robert Eringer, the 
Sunday Mirror reporter and who is also 
known for his associations with Lyndon 
LaRouche (the populist conspirator) and 
possibly the CIA too, is believed to have 
made the telephone call claiming the 
“Angry Brigade’ bombing.

Kaplan is notable for having intro- 
duced Bill C9, which legalised wire- 
tapping, opening mails, and a variety 
of other repressive measures. Seeing 
that the police were in the habit of 
getting caught in numerous illegal 
activities, the State's response was 
simple: legalise them! And there is 
no doubt that the apparatus of repress- 
ion now in place is being used against 
political activists on a daily basis 

COMMENT: What is happening 
in Canada is remarkably similar to 
what is happening in the UK - and 
probably elsewhere.

Army Fraction (not Faction) are now 
hiding out on the other side of the 
Atlantic. Making up stories like this 
only shows just how much compet 
ition there is between nation-states to 
stay high in the so-called terrorist 
stakes

According to press reports the Abu 
Nidal group has targetted members of 
the far-right US think-tank, the Her- 
itage Foundation, as well as certain 
well known US crypto-fascists. 

Included in the hit-list are Colonel 
Oliver North, of the National Security 
Council, and General (retired) John 
K Singlaub, a leader of the World 
Anti-Communist League 

What is perhaps surprising is the 
absence of such people like Lyndon 
LaRouche, who is currently attempting 
to carve out a chunk of the anti 
communist market for himself by 
taking credit for much of the 
‘bullshit stories’ that are circulating 
the press these days. His newly 
opened office in Wiesbaden (W Germany) 
was set up partly because of the intense 
military activity in that country, 
partly because of the anti-militarist 

forces there, and partly because he 
needed a base in Europe from which 
to operate 

His office in London is another new 
acquisition. And it is no coincidence 
that his European operations began 
to expand in a big way just prior 
to the escalation of the US war fever 
against Libya 

In the past LaRouche has boastea 
that his organisation, the Executive 
Intelligence Review, will use any 
measures necessary, including assassin- 
ations and armed attacks, to combat 
his enemies. Would that, we wonder, 
extend to the organising of bombings 
on US targets (eg tne Berlin disco 
bombing) in order to blame others 
and create destabilisation? 


Robert Eringer: formerly of Penthouse, 
more recently he wrote a book on the ‘great 
Jewish capitalist conspiracy’, masquerading 
as a piece of respectable research; also claims 
he ‘infiltrated’ the KKK 


The fact that W Germany harbours 
many members of the neo-fascist Turk- 
ish Grey Wolves, who in turn are known 
to have strong links with German neo 
nazi groups (eg the Hoffmann Gang) 
who have a confirmed record of terrorist 
attacks on US bases and personnel, 
should of itself raise questions.Were 
the Libyans the paymasters of the disco 
bombing, were local anti-US forces 
providing support, or was Libya set up 
by a conspirator such as LaRouche 
who is not incapable of such an act? 

The LaRouche empire is growing 
rapidly. It already has cultivated 
close links with the UK press (see 
‘Trial By Media - 1’). As well as 
supplying information (or rather dis 
information) to reporters like Robert 
Erlinger, who free-lances for the 
Sunday Mirror as well as other UK 
papers such as the newly launched 
Today, the EIR has developed good 
working relationships with countless 
other papers in many countries 
and the list is growing 

If LaRouche and people like him 
had his way false stories about political 
activists and issue groups and protest 
movements would find their way into 
the press every day, Conspiracy stories 
would be rife, there would then be the 
usual arrests, and meanwhile the havoc 
caused would create such bad feeling 
among political groups generally that 
there would be recriminations all 
round, increased sectarianism and 
rivalries, leaving the forces of the state 
to pick up the pieces. As a self 
confessed populist LaRouche may 
well be succeeding in forcing political 
activists often into an offensive posit 
on they cannot justify, except through 


populism itself 
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
